**IC 3^ inllant, with a. view to oppofe 
the French corps which we had heard had paff- 
ed through the 1 uerro de Banos, and had ar* 
rived at Plafencia, Sir 11. Wilfon was d eu ch . 
ed upon the left of the army, towards Efcalo* 
n a ; and before I marched on that morning, 
I put him in communication with the Spanilh 
General Cuella, who it had been fettled was 
to remain at Talavera. 
I undeiftood that 
Gen. Cuefla put Sir Robert in communication 
with bis advanced Guard, which retired frofli 
Talavera on the night of tlit 4 th. 


Sir R . Wilfon» however, did not arrive at 
Valada till the night of the 4 th» hating’ made 
a long march through the mountains; and as 
he was thou fix leagues from the bridge of Ar« 
z0 Bifpo, and had to crofa tke high road f r o » 
Oropefa to Talavera, of which the enemy wa« 
io podoflion, he conceived that he waa too lata 
to retire to A rzi Bifpu, and he determined to 
inova by Venta St. Julien and CentinelU to­ 
wards the Tietar, and acrofs that river to­ 
wards the mountains which feparattt^Ctilil* 
from JEitremadura. 


Some of Sir li, Wilfon'i defpatches h iv in g 
miiTed me, I am not aware by which of thes 
psffcs he went thro«gh the mountains, but t 
bclieye by Tornavacaa. He arrived, however* 
at Bancs on the n t h , and on the t at h w ia 
attacked and defeated by the French corps o£ 
Marflul Ney, which, with that of Soult, re­ 
turned to Plafencia on the 9th, ioch *ad n t h * 
that of Ney hAviog fince gone on towards Sa« 
lamanca. 


I inclofe Sir R. Wilfon*» account of th a 
aAion. 
He, has been very attive, intelligent* 
and ufeful, in the command of the P«>rtuguef» 
and Spaniflt corps with which he was detach^ 
ed from tbit army. 


Before the battle of the 28th of July, h» 
had pufhed his parties aloiolt to the gates o f 
Madrid, with which city lie was iu communi­ 
cation t and he would have been in Madrid if 
I had not thought it proprr to call him in, iu» 
expe£Ution of that general ailion which ttfok: 
place on the 28th of July. 
He afterward* 
alarmed the enemy on the light of his army 5 
and throughout the fervice, Ihowed himfelf t(* 
be an active and intelligent partisan, well 
acquainted with the Country in which be v i s 
ailing, and poffeifing the coufidence of th« 
troops which he commanded. 


Being peifuaded that his retreat was notf 
open by Arao Bifpo, he a&ed right in tr»king, 
the rosd he did, with which he was well ac­ 
quainted ; and although unfuccefsful in the* 
aftion which he fought, (which may be welt 
accounted for, by the fuperior numbers anti 
defcription of the enemy's troops,) the a£lions 
in my opinion, does him great credit,

Cobbet, however, is a mod 
ardent advocate for the doftrine that not a

there is a vad deal of inconüdency in this. 
Britain may be fo fituated| at this moment, 
as to render it neceffary. in the opinion of 
fomé, that flic ihould 
rule the ocean at her

A n intelligent writer, J a m « 
M i l l 9 Efq, 
bas replied to the publications of Spence and 
Cobbet upon comnrerce. 
In bis introdo£lion

“ M r, Spence appearst from his 
pamphlet* to have a co&fiderable turn for ab- 
d ra Â thinking, and to be a man o f pretty ex- 
tenfive reading in political economy. 
But 
bis mind has not been trained in the logic nf 
enlarged and comprebenfive views* 
H e does 
not judge of an extendve and complicated 
fubjeA from an e x a A knowledge o f all its 
parts, of their various connections aod rela. 
tive importance. 
It is enough for him to 
feize fome leading objeft, or fome drikiog re­ 
lation. and from tbefe to draw conclufions 
with iagenuity to the whole. 
M r. Cobbet ia 
an author who deals more in aiTertion than in 
proof» and therefore a writer who gives rea- 
fons for what M r. Cobbet affirms, is a very 
convenient coadjutor. 
M r . Cobbet feema to 
form bis opinions more frequently from a fort 
o f intuition than from argument. 
H is mind 
is but little accudumed to fpread out before 
itfelf tbe intermediate ideaa upon which his 
conclafions are founded ; and the nature of 
the education it has received, from its own un­ 
aided progrefs and rxertions* fuiRciently ac- 
counta for this peculiarity. 
It is often Uie 
form rather than the matter in which he is 
deficient." 
There is foras truth in this date- 
ment of Cobbet’s manner of writing, but M r. 
M ill appears not to have done him judlce. 
H ow ever it may have been upo'i former occa- 
fions, M r . Cobbet has, in the L etters to tbe 
fpread, not only before his own mind, 
but before the monarch and the world, the 
*« intermediate ideaa” 
upon which his mod 
interedm g “ conclufions” red at upon a firna 
foiindation- Turbulent, fa£iious> verfatile, he 
may indeed be, but lie is c eru in ly one of the 


M A S T E R M I N O S of the Britifl) 
realm. 
H is 
aflertions merit the mod calm invedigacion, 
and his argumenta the m od Unpre judiced re­ 
flexion. 


Conne£l^d, as oar own national independ­ 
ence and exidence are, a t the prefent m od 
awful moment, with the ability of 
Great- 
Britain to maintain an equal if n o ta triumph­ 
ant d rcg g le with France, it is of vad impor­ 
tance to ua to form correal opinions upon the 
policy and conduA of Britain at this crifis. 
I f in fa A that country be ** icidrpendent of 
commerce,” the demondration c f a truth fo 
momentous mud conditute a fource o f the 
mod confoling aiid indeed joyous emotions, 
for i\ is extremely probable that the period is 
at hand whcu her commerce will cod her œor® 
than it is worth.
